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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/19/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Honigsbaum does not disclose deal with lightning strike. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicants argument. Honigsbaum states that the 
invention protects aircrafts from the probability of lightning strike (col. 2, lines 50-52). 
Furthermore, applicant argued that Honigsbaum does not disclose directing a 
conducting fluid across the outer surface of any article with the conducting fluid having a 
current conducting capacity sufficient for passage of current resulting from the lightning 
strike and for dissipating the current through a conductive medium. The argument is not 
persuasive. Honigsbaum discloses directing a conducting fluid (such as water, col. 9, 
lines 29-36) across the outer surface of any article (e.g. the article 120, see figure 1 and 
1 A) with the conducting fluid having a current conducting capacity (such as the capillary 
125 shown in figure 1 A) sufficient for passage of current resulting from the lightning 
strike and for dissipating the current through a conductive medium (col. 4, lines 13-40 
and col. 10, lines 41-43).
